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German principal 
compares schools

He looks like a junior 
edition 
of actor 
Robert 
Young, 
d istinguished, 
tanned, a touch of gray 
curling at the temples. He is 
the principal of a junior high 
school 
in Herne. 
West 
Germany. 
Weiner 
Kaufhold, 
in 
Lompoc 
visiting 
distant 
cousin Mrs. Albert Braun of 
230 N. C St., told the Record 
yesterday of the marked 
differences in German and 
American education and of 
his struggles to become a 
teacher due to the interrup­ 
tion of World War II. 
Kaufhold holds sway over 
a 
student 
body 
of 
318 
students from six to 
10 
years of age in one of three 
junior high schools in the 
city of Herne. Herne, he 
explained in his halting but 
cultured English, is a city of 
over 100.000 North Rhine, 
Westfalen. 
According to Kaufhold, he 
is the principal of the only 
non-denominational 
school 
in the area. Instruction in 
Catholic 
and 
Protestant 
religions and their history 
are provided in one-hour 
sessions. “ We open each 
day with a prayer,” he 
noted, 
with 
the 
student 
asse m b ly 
a l t e r n a t i n g 
between 
Catholic 
and 
P r o t e s t a n t 
p r a y e r s . 
Contrary 
to 
the 
United 
States, church and state are 
indivisible. 
Religion is but one of the 
many 
subjects 
on 
the 
curriculum; math. German, 
sports and liberal arts are 
among 
others. 
Students 
attend school six days a 
week from 8 a.m. to 1 p.m., 
brown-bagging it for lunch. 
Al t hough 
the 
sch o o l 
provides bus transportation 
for 
students 
living 
long 
distances 
from 
school, 
many of the children within 
the city 
limits walk 
to 
school. "Sometimes they go 
by city bus. In this case, the 
town pays the cost," noted 
Kaufhold. 
Football (soccer» is the 
favorite 
sport 
of 
his 
students. “ But swimming is 
(most» 
important.” 
the 
principal 
stressed. 
Why 
s w i m m i n g ' ’ 
" Ge r ma n 
m e d i c i n e 
s a y s 
t h a t 
swimming is the best kind 
of medicine for the body ." 
Asked if student problems 
corresponded with those in 
the United States. Kaufhold, 
nodded, but added that at 
junior high level, drugs and 
restless youth had not yet 
gained a foothold 
Instead of youth, 
“our 
greatest problem is that we 
don t 
h a v e 
e n o u g h 
t e a c h e r s . " 
K a u f h o l d 
estimated about one teacher 
for 
every 
45 
children. 
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Teacher s pay is still low 
compared to that of a good 
trade or business, he said. 
Kaufhold comes from a 
family 
of 
teachers. 
His 
father is the dean of Novales 
High School in Oberhausen. 
Principal 
at 
the 
Grund- 
schule in Herne since 1963, 
Kaufhold began his teaching 
profession in 1947. Born and 
raised in Herne, his last 
year of high school was 
severed by World War II 
when he was called into 
service 
as 
a 
German 
soldier. "I didn’t do it with 
happiness,” 
he 
recalled. 
During the next three years, 
he fought the Americans in 
Italy, an experience he still 
rem em bers 
with 
pain. 
Toward the end of the war, 
he was held prisoner of war 
by

A m ericans 
in 
Bavaria 
There, 
he 
was 
treated well, he said. 
Returning home to the 
rubble of bombed buildings, 
young Kaufhold resumed his 
schooling, this time earning 
his teacher s credentials in 
a temporary building used

schools 
within the city. The building 
doubled 
as

refugee 
shelter, 
imposing 
further 
strain 
on 
facilities. 
He 
wasn’t required to finish the 
remaining semester of high 
school before furthering his

pressed into the war within 
six months of graduation. 
The law decreed that he was

Council approves 
future mode of 
transportation 


The County-Cities Area 
Planning 
Council, 
while 
embroiled in something of a 
controversy 
with 
some 
special county water and 
sewer districts over council 
representation which these 
districts do not now have, 
has been quietly moving 
ahead in many ways. 
One major action of the 
council 
at 
its 
August 
meeting was to approve 
goals and objectives of a 
short-range 
< five-year > 
transportation plan for the 
county in lieu of a long- 
range, 25-year plan at this 
time. 
It is indeed a short-range 
comprehensive 
plan, 
as 
o b j e c t i v e s 
in c lu d e 
determination of “ all modes 
of transportation using road 
network." 
Board 
of 
Supervisors 
Chairman George H. Clyde, 
a council member, noted 
that 
a 
few 
modes 
of 
transportation 
namely 
pedestrian and use of horses 
had 
been 
left 
out. 
Everything else, including 
taxis, charter and school 
and 
transit 
buses, 
com­ 
mercial 
trucks, 
bicycles, 
and 
private 
w heeled 
vehicles 
had 
all 
been 
included. 
It was interesting to note 
that a coordinated trans­ 
portation 
system 
of 
the 
coming 
years 
included 
programmed use of rail­ 
roads. 
not 
only 
present 
ones, 
but 
“ f u t u re 
railroads.” 
One important goal, as 
cited, 
is 
to 
maximize 
com patibility 
between 
transportation 
systems, 
people and the environment. 
Specific objectives cited 
include minimization of stop 
and go traffic to reduce air 
pollution and noise, keeping 
roadways level as possible 
in urban areas, separation 
ot aircraft flight paths from 
inhabited areas as much as 
possible, and minimization 
of hillside grading where 
scars would be visible. 
Since freeways are more 
and more congested, and 
county and state routes as 
well 
are 
also 
carrying 
increasingly heavy traffic 
loads, the transport plan 
will try to determine where 
passengers 
and 
goods 
should change from road 
network 
use 
to 
rail, 
shipping, aircraft and other 
non-highway use. 
The coordinated transport 
plan to be evolved includes 
selection of present 
and 
future 
road 
networks, 
airports, harbors, railroads, 
pipelines, and possibility of 
n e w 
m o des 
o f 
transportation, 
and 
the 
facilities they may need. 
Of chief importance at 
this tune, of course, is the 
public services study that 
has gotten underway with 
word of the 
grant by 
the 
U.S. 
Department 
of 
Housing 
and 
U rb a n 
Development (HUD) that 
provides the county with an 
important pilot project. 
The council lias approved 
appointment of Arlo Wells, 
of Isla Vista, to work full­ 
time on the study on an open 
end contract through next 
June 30. Wells, as a planner, 
will collect data and make 
preliminary conclusions and 
projections.

The signs of prosperity 
are deceiving. There's about 
an acre of parking space and 
only a few dozen cars.

At the corner of Central 
Avenue and 103rd—another 
historic intersection in the 
bloody riots that cost 34 
lives— there's a bright new 
Bank of America branch. 
This provides only a handful 
of jobs. 
But jobs are the answer, 
according to labor leaders, 
r e t a i l 
m e r c h a n t s , 
politicians. They all know 
the 
solution 
to 
Watts' 
problems of unrest and its 
smoldering resentment of 
whites; employment.

Labor study has disclosed 
that unemployment among 
Negroes in the area soared 
61 per cent from the time of 
the riots to the end of 1969. 
Over-all, 
unemployment 
for Negroes in Watts in the 
study was

for the whole Los .Angeles 
area. 


Most of the scars of 1965 
have been removed. There 
are a few empty lots with 
remains 
of 
burned

buildings but these are not 
common. The remnants of 
the riots have been swept 
under the rug 
There is the annual Watts 
Summer P'estival, which at-

entertainers, sports figures, 
and leaders, and lasts four 
days.

Legislature's session deemed 
failure in variety of respects 
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THE BETTER HALF

(Editors Note: The 1970 
legislative session was the 
longest 
in 
California’s 
history. 
But 
in 
many 
respects, it was a failure. 
This is the first of a three- 
part series summarizing the 
session.)

SACRAMENTO

1970 
Legislature quarreled bit­ 
terly 
with 
itself, 
the 
governor and the issues and 
wound 
up 
accomplishing 
very little. 
The 
session 
was 
a 
disappointing 
failure 
for 
many 
persons, 
including 
Gov Ronald Reagan. 
The Legislature and the 
governor failed once again 
to agree on a property tax 
relief plan—a carrot which 
has been held out to voters 
by 
v i r t u a l l y 
e v e r y 
California politician since 
the mid-1960s. 
Although 
lawmakers 
talked loudly about saving 
the 
environment, 
their 
deeds 
d i s s a t i s f i e d 
conservationists. 
“ We were outgunned by 
the lobbyists," says John 
Zierold, 
who 
represents 
conservationists 
in 
the 
caDitol. 
Legislators 
have 
bemoaned soaring welfare 
for years, but could not 
come to grips with the issue 
during th(‘ir record 229 days 
in continuous session. 
They 
convened 
on 
an 
optimistic note in January. 
The 
Assembly 
and 
the 
Senate, under new leader 
Howard 
Way of Exeter, 
were working more closely 
than they had in years. 
Republican 
legislative 
leaders were enjoying a 
good relationship with the 
governor’s office. 
In February, Reagan rev­ 
ersed his adamant stand 
against state income tax 
withholding and proposed it 
as part ot 
a 
$1 
billion 
program aimed at reducing 
property 
taxes. 
“ I 
just 
couldn't 
hold 
out 
any 
longer,” the governor told a 
packed news conference. 
The 
Senate 
and 
the 
Assembly 
seemed 
to 
be 
gearing for a major effort to 
protect 
the 
California 
ecology. 
Lawmakers appeared to 
be on their way toward a 
productive session. 
But beneath the outward 
amiability, the Legislature 
was in turmoil. 
"Old guard" Senators re­ 
belled against Way, whom 
they regarded as too "pro 
R e a g a n ” 
and 
' a n t i 
lobbyist,” and elected Sen. 
Jack Sehrade, R-San Diego, 
as the new president pro 
tern. 
Angry wounds failed to 
heal between Way’s “ young 
turks" and Sehrade’s “ old 
guard " 
And 
Assembly 
S p e a k e r 
R o b e r t 
T. 
Monagan, 
a 
progressive 
Republican 
from 
Tracy, 
n e v e r 
e n j o y e tl 
t h e 
camaraderie with Sehrade 
that he did with Way. 
At 
the 
end. 
Monagan 
blamed "negative minded" 
Senators for “ killing all the 
major bills" of the session 
and said. “ 1 think the Senate 
has abused the Assembly 
long enough . ” 
Sehrade responded, “ He 
can run his house and we'll 
run ours." 
On 
the 
environmental 
front. 
Republicans 
and 
Democrats 
jockeyed 
for 
position to claim credit for 
future 
accomplishments, 
many of which never came 
to pass anyway. 
When Monagan early in 
the 
session 
selected 
a 
committee 
to 
draft 
an 
"environmental 
bill 
ol 
r i g h t s , ” 
D e m o c r a t s 
complained 
they 
should 
have been consulted first. 
When 
Democratic 
guber­ 
natorial 
candidate 
Jess 
llnruh 
attempted on 
the 
final day of the session to 
push 
through 
legislation 
banning oil drilling in the 
Santa 
Barbara 
Channel, 
Republican 
leaders made 
sure he didn’t get the votes. 
"Obviously,” 
Assemblyman Unruh said, 
“ orders 
were 
out 
from 
headquarters not to let me 
have anything ” 
Several ecology bills were 
passed—placing stiff fines 
on air polluters, controlling 
a g ricu ltu ra l 
burning, 
guaranteeing public access 
to beaches and permitting 
m o t o r i s t s 
to 
buy 
"personalized’’ 
license 


plates 
to 
help 
finance 
environmental programs. A 
$250 million bond issue for 
water quality and waste 
disposal, and another $60 
million 
bond 
issue 
for 
recreation 
development, 
were 
placed 
on 
the 
November ballot. 
But 
many 
major 
bills 
were killed. These included 
measures to preserve the 
coastline 
from 
careless 
development, 
remove 
pollution-causing lead from 
gasoline, 
phase 
out 
the 
internal combustion engine, 
ban DDT, and finance air 
pollution research with a 
three per cent excise tax on 
new cars. 
The Senate also killed an 
Assembly-passed 
welfare 
reform plan which Reagan 
backed. So the session ended 
with the state and counties 
facing 
the 
possibility 
of 
losing $165 million in federal 
money because without the 
reform 
measure. 
Reagan 
administration 
welfare 
regulations 
were 
out 
of 
conformity with the Nixon 
administration’s. 


The 
legislature 
lapsed 
four days past the deadline 
before agreeing on a record 
$6.59 billion state budget. 
But the hottest fight came 
over tax reform. The Senate 
killed Reagan's proposal by 
one vote on adjournment 
eve. The governor bitterly 
d en o u n ced 
as 
"irresponsible" 
the 
13 
senators 
—12 
Democrats 
and 
one 
Republiean-who 
resisted his pressures and 
blocked it. 
Administration 
forces 
said they tried their best to 
pass 
the 
bill, 
but some 
legislators of both parties 
p r i v a t e l y 
sp eculated 
Reagan might have been 
just as happy it failed 
It 
gave the governor a ripe 
anti Democrat campaign 
issue to use against Unruh. 
"W hat 
the 
governor 
reminds 
me 
of," 
Unruh 
said, “ is a football coach 
who loses all the games and 
then blames the players and 
the fans." 
Unruh and Sen Hugh M 
Burns, D-Fresno—the two 
most 
powerful 
California 


legislators 
ot 
modern 
times—finished 
up 
their 
legislative careers at the 
end of the session. 
With other Senate retire­ 
ments, the upper House gra­ 
dually 
was 
expected 
to 
change. 


This was being hastened 
by the 1966 “ one man, one 
vote" 
reapportionment 
which 
gave 
Southern 
California 
more 
repre­ 
sentation and influence. It 
was felt briefly when the 
Senate for the first time in 
three decades passed a bill 
giving 
the 
south 
more 
highway 
construction 
money at the expense of the 
north 


But during most of the 
session, it seemed almost as 
if the forces of progressive 
and regional change in the 
Senate, 
the 
pending 
retirements of Unruh and 
Burns, and Reagan's sudden

election year.

A panel of top coaches is 
in complete agreement with 
Brown, who was the most 
successful man in the busi­ 
ness during his 16 seasons 
with Cleveland in the NFL 
and the All American Con­ 
ference.

defense is so versatile. Years 
ago it kept to one setup all 
day.

audibles 
famous. He changed his sig­ 
nals on the line of scrim­ 
mage to take advantage of 
openings he saw in the other 
team ’s alignment, but he’ll 
tell you he uses few audibles 
now because defenses are 
much harder to read.” 
The Kansas City “ stack” 
exploited by Hank Stram in 
winning the last Superbowl 
has inspired many defensive 
variations. “The stack sim­ 
ply means that at least one 
linebacker, u s u a l l y Willie 
Lanier, is stationed behind 
a defensive tackle who plays 
on the nose of the center,” 
Stram explains. “ Sometimes 
either one or both of the 
other linebackers, B o b b y 
Bell and Jim Lynch, also are 
stacked behind men in the 
front row. 
“The advantage of this 
alignment is that the offense 
doesn’t know whether the 
linebackers will peel off to 
the right or left, or barge in 
straight ahead when the ball 
is snapped. The big idea of 
the stack is to get away 
from even spacing of the de­ 
fensive linemen, which was 
patterned after the Giant 
system for many years, and 
throw a monkey wrench into 
t h e 
offense’s

An interesting offshoot of 
the emphasis on defense is 
the emergence of corner­ 
backs as the new glamor 
boys of the pro game. Front­ 
line units have been featured 
and given c o l o r f u l nick­ 
n a m e s—the R am s’ F ear­ 
some Foursome and the Vik­ 
ings’ Purple People Eaters. 
Several years ago lineback­ 
ers held the center of atten­ 
tion. Today, the spotlight is 
on 
cornerbacks, 
the 
men 
charged with d e f e n d i n g 
against short passes in the 
flat and deep throws down- 
field. 
“ There’s no question that 
the c o r n e r b a c k has the 
greatest single responsibility 
of any player on the field,’’ 
Tom Landry of the Dallas 
Cowboys, 
asserts. 
“ If 
he 
makes 
a 
mistake, 
you’re 
dead.” 
“ You can have a great 
front four, exceptional line­ 
backers and fine safety men, 
but if you have two weak 
cornerbacks people are go­ 
ing to kill you,” Stram says 
tersely. 


The 
heavy 
pressure 
on 
cornerbacks has prompted 
all the coaches in the survey 
to adopt the zone defense in 
the secondary, although they 
admit they would prefer to 
use man-to-man coverage. 


“ You 
get 
much 
tighter 
protection with the man-to- 
m an,” Tom Fears of the 
New 
Orleans 
Saints, 
de­ 
clares, “but the trouble is 
you must have top person­ 
nel. If your cornerback is 
handling 
a 
fast 
receiver 
alone and he’s beaten on a 
pass, it’s a touchdown. In 
the zone defense, there are 
other people to help out and 
maybe it’s not a TD.” 


“ Ideally, you’d like to sit 
back and play man-to-man,” 
Grant confides. “ It’s easier 
to teach and there’s less 
margin for error, but it re­ 
quires a combination of tal­ 
ents not many p l a y e r s 
possess. We’re primarily a 
zone team because our per­ 
sonnel is not as fast or as 
good as the man-to-man de­ 
mands. I’m not giving away 
a trade secret because we 
mix them up. Every team 
does. It’s the only remedy 
for a constant headache.”

FOOD FOR AMERICANS 
Stress Stability 
In Slum Schools

In our lower-income urban 
schools today, with students 
of N e g r o , Puerto Rican, 
Mexican, Filipino, American 
Indian or C h i ne s e back­ 
grounds predominating, the 
most-needed emphasis is on 
stability. Most of these stu­ 
dents come from troubled 
homes. Many are fatherless, 
live in a quarrelsome atmos­ 
phere or have too many per­ 
sonal problems to permit 
them f r e e d o m to concen­ 
trate. 
New York J u ni o r High 
School No. 22, on the lower 
East Side of Manhattan is 
one example. Of its approxi­ 
mate 2,000 students, most 
are Puerto Rican, Negro and 
Chinese. 
Despite the low 
income levels, however, they 
are said to be the best- 
dressed poor people in the 
world. 
They h av e maxi 
c o at s , sweeping scarves,

leather jackets and other 
fashionable gadgets. Yet the 
standard of reading is be­ 
low normal and emotional 
stability is lacking. 
We talked 
with 
Natalie 
Stiber, a guidance and phys­ 
ical education teacher who 
lias been at J u ni o r High 
No. 22 for more than 12 
years. Mrs. Stiber, in her 
40s, graduate of New York 
City University, is married 
to a s u c c e s s f u l dental 
surgeon, has a Cornell gradu­ 
ate daughter and a son still 
at college. 
“ My job is to talk with 
each child and to determine 
what class he or she belongs 
in 
Has he an English de­ 
ficiency, is he disruptive, is 
he bright enough for special 
progr ess classes, has he any 
marked t al e nt to be de­ 
veloped? Also, before they 
leave the school at around 
14, I advise them about the 
type of advanced high school 
they should strive for.” Mrs. 


Stiber explains, adding: 
“Are they ambitious, eager 
to get ahead? Mostly no. 
But there are exceptions and 
some few make the better 
high schools and go on to 
top universities. Particular­ 
ly the Chinese students.” 


The school lunch, free to 
most students, is served in 
an 
attractive, 
large 
and 
light room. One teacher is in 
charge, assisted by others 
and 
student 
monitors, 
to 
keep the students moving 
along the cafeteria line. Hot 
dogs are one of the most 


popular i t e ms . Vegetables 
they won’t eat. But dessert 
they go for in a big way. 
‘“ Many students complain 
because we don’t have ‘soul 
food’ or any beans-and-rice 
dishes, the kind they get at 
home. They dislike, or are 
not accustomed to, the typi­ 
cal American d i s h e s we 
serve r e g u l ar l y in the 
school,” she says. 
Immediately after lunch, 
the children bring out bags 
of candy and eat all through 
classes. Or else they chew 
gum almost endlessly. 
She teaches nutrition in 
her hygiene courses, such 
facts as that proteins are the 
building blocks of the body, 
just as b r i c k s are to a 
building. But she is not a 
graduate h o m e economist. 
She teaches also first aid, 
personal hygiene, games and 
dancing — American square 
dancing and folk dancing. 
“ The children love the danc­ 
ing most. 
Boys and girls 
mix, not by personal choice 
but by school arrangement. 
This, however, they don’t 
like,” she comments. 
Stealing is constant in the 
school. 
“ It is something we un­ 
happily have to learn to live 
with. 
There is some dope 
taking, but not much as far 
as I can observe. 
“ The children lack a feel­ 
ing of co-operation. They al­ 
ways seem to be in confron­ 
tation with the school. When 
we make appointments with 
oculists for free glasses or 
for dentists, they go once, 
maybe, but then they just 
drop the matter. 


“ But our greatest failure 
lies in not being able to teach 
them to r e ad well. They 
can’t seem to concentrate. 
Their home life is too dis­ 
ruptive,” Mrs. Stiber com­ 
ments, continuing: 
“ Except for the Chinese 
students. They have the sta­ 
bility needed. 
They come 
from tightly knit families, 
realistic and well-disciplined. 
But, unfortunately, so many 
Puerto 
Rican 
and 
Negro 
children do not.”

Latin-American Actors 
Seek End to Bias

H O LLYW O O D -(N E A )— 
If Ricardo Montalban and 
his friends have their way, 
pictures such as “ Butch Cas­ 
sidy and the Sundance Kid” 
and “ The Whld Bunch” will 
eventually be a lot different. 


I ran Into Montalban on 
the set of Marcus Welby, 
M.D.—he was a guest star— 
and he brought me up-to- 
date on the activities of No- 
sotros (the Spanish word for 
“ we” ), an organization of 
Latin-American actors seek­ 
ing to improve their own lot 
and the image of the Latin 
American in movies and tele­ 
vision. 


Montalban Is no flashing­ 
eyed militant, but he asks 
“ Why should G r eek s and 
Italians p l a y Latin Amer­ 
icans?” , and says securing 
equal opportunities for Latin- 
American actors is Nosotros’ 
first goal. 
He also c o n t en d s the 
movies are perpetuating the 
stereotype of the lazy, in­ 
competent Latin American. 


“ Some of the things they 
do are ridiculous. In ‘Butch 
Cassidy,’ two guys decimate 
the entire Bolivian army. In 
‘The Wild Bunch,’ one gang 
completely ruins the Mexi­ 
can army,” 
Nosotros does 
not 
have 
solid Latin-American back­ 
ing yet. Montalban says that 
one noted actor, an Argentin­ 
ian. has not joined. 
“ I ’ve found.” he save w HH 
a 
Latin-American 
twinkle, 
“ that sometimes the Argen­ 
tinians think of themselves 
as a little above the rest of 
Latin America.” 


William Inge has been, in 
the last couple of decades, 
one of the stage’s most suc- 
c es s f u l suppliers — “ Bus 
Stop” and “ Picnic” are two 
of a parade of great Inge 
plays.

“ I ’d sooner spend a season 
in Hell,” Inge says, “ than go 
through what it takes to put 
another play on Broadway.” 


He is far from retired, 
however. He has just pub­ 
lished his first novel, “ (Tood 
Luck, Miss Wyckoff,” a mov­ 
ing s t o r y of a spinsterish 
school teacher and her first 
—well, call it romance. 


“ I ’m working on the con­ 
tracts now for the movie,” 
Inge says. “ I ’ll write the 
final d r a f t , if it becomes 
necessary.”
